Locomotives which can haul from 
125 to 135 loaded freight cars and 
can accomplish this ju st as easy as 
the old fashioned engine could tra n s ­ 
port thirty cars, were 
installed this 
week on the western divisions of the 
Hill roads. 
Although it m ay 
seem strange, 
the Great N orthern’s heaviest loco­ 
motives are not those on the m oun­ 
tain divisions. The tirst of the heavy 
engines, which have seventeen drive 
wheels and two boilers, are now on 
the division between Spokane 
and 
W enatchee and Seattle and Leaven­ 
worth. 
It is thought probable th a t 
it will not be long before the Hill 
roads will have th e sam e kind of 
motive power to haul freights over 
the Cascades. 
Mr. H ill’s long train idea is b rin g ­ 
ing the officials of the railroad some 
trouble in th at very few of the side­ 
tracks are long enough to accommo­ 
date such long trains. 
As a result 
the passenger and mail trains 
are 
delayed and much tim e is lost by 
them in passing 
the 
long 
freight 
trains. 
Another difficulty en c o u n t­ 
ered is that cars are not built strong 
enough to be able to stand the strain 
of such heavy hauls and consequent­ 
ly some trouble has been had in the 
trains breaking apart. 
The coming of the heavy locomo­ 
tive has also m ade it alm ost certain 
th a t any o th er kind of a bridge hut 
a steel and concrete stru ctu re on th* 
western end of the G reat N orthern 
is practically a thing of the past. Be­ 
cause of the n<ew engine traffic offic­ 
ials have been concerned regarding 
bridges, culverts and trestles, and as 
a result workmen are constantly re­ 
placing the light 
stru ctu re s 
with 
much heavier ones. 
The answ er to the question of why 
the heavy engines are placed on this 
portion of the road instead of on 
the m ountains is found in the fact 
that on the run between W enatchee 
and Spokane in W ashington is 
the 
longest grade in the world, it being 
160. miles long and it is a steady 
climb from the 
Columbia 
river to 
Spokane. 
Hast from Seattle to Leav­ 
enw orth is an o th er 
upgrade climb 
and over the Cascades the road bas 
a pull of forty miles on either side.
